Two more Praya Outrages. 
, YESTERDAY morning about ‘half past ton 
o'clock; Captain Sydaey of the ship Edith, 
whilst walking along the Praya, opposite the 
Chin Chew. Hong, a short distance to the Bast 
of the Water Police Station, was suddenly set 
‘upon by several Chinese who attacked “him 
from beltind, one of them grasping him tightly 
round the waist, whilstanother ‘attempted to 
seize his watch, which Captain Sydney mana- 
god to prevent his doing, hy grappling with 
his antagonists, whe managed by degrees, to 
bring the ‘strnggl@ nearer the edge of the 
Praya, when, for the purpose of moking their.

Loyalty, like, many other duties, has‘ changed 
ite character. It has followed that universal law 
which seem to be stripping all things, human and 
perhaps divine; of their mvstérians aspect. There 
was once 8 divinity that did hedge a king, In 
Holy Ruseia the old idea survives, The Sovereign 
is there still: mizta persona, and still fulb's the 
patriarchal notion of priest and king and father 
af his people. In such a political stato, the duty 
of loyalty is rather a'matter of natural nffection 
than of precept, 10 thié as in other things, it ie 
in the rudeat and simplest societies that the na- 
tural affections are often the strongest, because 
they are not a product. of eduoxtion, but have 
their sdurce.in instinctive promptings. When the 
patriarchal theory and tho .divine right of kinge 
dtied out, it ‘bécame a question upon what doc- 
wine or sentiment the principle cf loyalty, if it 
chas tv be retained, pbould henceforth be 
raged. The Ostechism still , grounds it upon 
the Fifth Commandnient, and-we are taught that 
that we have as little right to refuse loyalty to 
our king as honour to our parents: And'in so for 
ag:we understind the Sovereign to be simply the 
aymbolical representative-of law and authority, 
and of that rule which is the tho boad of the so- 
cial system, the, duty of wbedience is uniform 
and only expresses itgelf differently when it ex- 
joins Glial obedience to the Jaw or legs] obedience 
tothe fathor But huwan nature cannot live upoo 
technical abstractions. “There is that in the na- 
tare of man which invests all moral duties with 
apersonal character. Men do not lose their hearts 
ton synibol, or worship s figure of speech, or love 
honour, aud obey an inipérsonation of the sucial 
necessities. So Jong, therefore, ag thera are Kings 
and Queens, they "must: . inspire personal 
feelings.’ And even though we may admit that 
“yorereigns of the exigting European type do not 
claim or receive allegiaace and’ duty after’ the 
‘patriachal system, it may be doubted, sfter‘all, 
'‘whether-ithe parental relation subsisting between 
kings and penples is not often the ground upon 
which, consciously or unconsciusly the sentiment 
of Joysity still repoges.. Exen. the parental rola- 
tiv itself thongh unchangeable io ite nature, has, 
received, many modifications in the. aspect which 
it wears. Ie is, in snodern mann not the aus 
tere, severe thing it ‘wae, After all, it depends a’ 
goood deal on the way in Which it is exeroieod. 
There is ntways something whioh will make, the 
relation of parent and child very different from 


that subsisting between any other two persons. 
But to’ talk. of undying live arid anchangenble 
affection as subsisting, eithoras.a matter of fact 
or of duty, between 's worthless father and a res- 
pectable:son, ur between @ virtuous mother and 
a profligate daughter,;is not only to talk nonsouse 
but to confuse. moral obligations. So it is with 
kings arid peoples. Ae long‘as both parlics really 
reongnise the sacred relation subsisting between 
thom, it cannot be placed on too avlid a basi, or 


hedged rund’ with ennctians tov sacred. The 


parental tic, therefura, is pot only a convenient 
figure under which to describe, the primitive im- 
ulsive loyalty, but, even, according to the: exist- 
Ing qualifications under which’ the obligations of 
the filial relation are acknawled we stil do feel 
mach the same. to our-Sovereigns os to our pa- 
rents, Aud. afier all, it is av well for Kigs and 
Queens ‘ay for subjects ‘ns it is as well for 
fatiers and mothers as. for children—to know 
in cither. case, it depends upon’ themselves 
whether this, tho Grat-aud holiest of haman reln-

peaple—a strong and Constraining ‘motive to iny, 
aside, and for ever, the unavailing. and too: xe~ 
duotiveluxury of personal griof.
